LETS CONTRACTS 


Prevailing Pay Scales in 
Communities Where 
Work Is Done on State 
Funds Stipulated. 


Disregarding NRA — construction 
code regulations concerning pay for 
highway workers, the state highway 
board Thursday let about $500,000 
worth of contracts with the stipula- 
tion that prevailing wage scales in the 
communities where the work is to be 
done be paid by successful bidders on 
state contracts. 


Only two state projects, however, 
were in the list of contracts let, one 


-for a $9,470 bridge in Clinch county, 


and another for a $92,476 paving job 
of 10.899 miles in Marion county. 
The other projects were federal, where 
NRA construction code wage scales 
are compulsory. 

M. J. Carroll, Inc., Ocala, Fla.. con- 
struction company, successful bidder 
on the Marion county project, flies 
the Blue Eagle and will pay the labor 
wage scale approved and recognized in 
Marion county, M. J. “Mike” Carroll 
said Thursday night. 

While Charles Johnson, who repre- 
sented the Pettus Construction Com- 
pany, Montgomery, successful bidders 
on the Clinch county proéjeet, conld 
not be located Thursday night, other 
contractors stated the Montgomery 
firm also is a member of the NRA 
approved and. recognized in Clinch 
and will abide by the labor wage scale 
county. 

Chairfan W. E. Wilburn, in an- 
nouncing the new provision, empha- 
sized that it does not fix the preyail- 
ing wage scale as the maximum, but 
as the minimum.

Truck Drivers Walk Out. 
Other Sections Center 
Attention on Efforts To 
Settle Disputes.

Strike activity centered along the 
Pacifie coast again Thursday, while 
other sections sought to ward off im- 
pending walkouts. 

Violence sprawled the contents of 
two trucks over the highway at San 
Mateo, Cal., an San Francisco, where 
3.700 truck drivers walked out in 
sym-athy with the strike of Pacific 
coast maritime workers. 

Three striking Seattle maritime 
unions yesterday voted, by overwhelm- 
ing majorities, for arbitration of dis- 
putes which caused them to strike 
with Pacific coast longshoremen. 

The teamsters’ action came despite 
an appeal by a federal labor disputes 
board, which said definite progress 
had been made toward the settlement 


of the maritime workers’ disputes. 

Peace moves were under way in an} 
attempt to prevent another strike of 
Minneapolis truck drivers, set to start 
Monday midnight. Employers were 
reported to be considering offering a 
40-cent minimum wage scale. 

tepresenttives of independent stee! 
companies, meeting at Pittsburgh, an- 
nounced they were preparing to sub- 
mit a counter proposal to the union 
demands for higher wages. ‘The 
Amalgamated Association of Iron 
Steel and Tin Workers at the same 
time reported the new steel board had 
promised to act immediately in the re- 
fusal of the Republican Steel Corpora- 
tion to deal with the union. 

The Weirton Steel Company an- 
nounced at Pittsburgh that warrants 
charging intimidation of witnesses had 
been issued for the arrest of officers 
of the Blue Eagle lodge of the amal- 
gamated at Clarksburg. W. Va. 

Charging the Dwight Manufactur- 
ing Company had discharged five men 
for union activities, more’than 1,000 
employes walked out of the company’s 
cotton mill at Gadsden, Ala. 

The plant of the Wehr Stee? Com- 
pany in West Allis, a suburb of Mil- 
waukee, was closed indefinitely after 
the clash between police and strike 
pickets there Wednesday. 

The Champlin Refining Company re- 
opened its plant at Enid; Okla.. after 
a compromise proposal of the pe- 
troleum board effected a settlement of 
a three-week strike. 

The Corn Products Refining Com- 
pany prepared to reopen its plant at 
Pekin, Ill. Union and company offi- 
cials ratified the agreement drawn up 
after a two-week strike by the regional 
labor board.

I speak 
of the noble old Roman with the great- 
est of respect and deference. No man 
has to a greater degree my sincere 
admiration. He and Hiram Johnson 
went ont and busted the League of 
Minneapolis or St. Paul—I forget 


»which—and took the west away from 
Al Smith and gave it to Herbert Hoo- 
ver by one single speech. I'll bet he 
is sorry about that speech... . 

“He is one of our greatest men 
and certainly one of our greatest ora- 
tors.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—(0P)— 
Powerful figures in industry lashed 
out against the NRA tonight and de- 
manded that business be allowed to 
spank its own bad boys. ? 

A committee of the national busi- 
ness advisory and planning council. 
composed of many industrialists, in a 


report today anticipated the death of 
the NRA next June and demanded 
that industry prepare for self-govern- 
ment, 

Henry I. Harriman, president of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, in a speech at Charlottesville, 
Va., forecasting the passing of the 
NRA, said a new law would have 
to replace it to preserve industrial 


progress. 
Civil Statute. 

The substitute act, however, he 
said, should not contain a_ provision 
permitting the president to impose 
codes: licensing provisions should be 
eliminated; the Jaw should be in the 
form of a civil rather than criminal! 
statute and labor clauses should be 
made less stringent. 

The twin-edged assault upon the re- 
covery act came as Administrator 
Hugh 8. Johnson addressed a large 
gathering at Waterloo, Iowa, on the 
part the NRA has played in increas- 
ing farm income. 

He is on a speaking tour through 
the west which will carry him: into 
California, after which he plans a 
two-week rest before returning to the 
capital. His status, thereafter, is 
problematical. Shortly before leaving 
Washington he announced he had rec- 
ommended to President Roosevelt that 
future administration of the NRA he 
centered in a commission.

SET ON CIGARETS 


NRA Acts To Protect 
| Smaller Dealers From 
| Below-Cost Sellers. . 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—()— 
NRA today fixed the prices of popu- 
jar-brand cigarets at a minimum cf 
‘13 cents a package of 20 or two 
packages for a quarter. 

Cartons will cost-the smoker not 
less than $1.20. The twenty-for-ten 
cents variety of eigarets will continue 
to sell for 10 cents. The price Jim- 
itation begins July 16 and was set 
for a 90-day period in two orders hy 
Hugh S. Johnson, declaring “an 
emergency has arisen tending to de- 
feat the purposes” of the recovery 
law. : é 

The emergency named was the ex- 
tensive use of cigarets as “loss lead- 
ers’ by large retailers and chain store 
distributors not primarily engaged in 
the retail tobacco trade. NRA said 
such stores were using cigarets as a 
“bait” for other business, “a prac- 


tice which has practically eliminated 
small enterprise from tobacco distri- 


bution.”

In some instances, popular brands 
were said to have been selling for as 
low as two packages for 23 cents and 
from $1.08 to $1.15 a carton. Dur- 
ing the 90-day period of the order, 
NRA’s research division- will study 
operation of the price requirements. 

Johnson’s wholesale order said the 
total percentage added to the whole- 
Salers’ purchase price need in no case 
be greater than 3.1 per cent in the 
case of sales. to retailers and 2.1 per

TRUSTY 1S JAILED 
IN ESCAPE KILLING 
OF HELEN EATON 


Technical Murder Charge 
Placed Against Convict 
as State Probe of Slay- 

ing Is Slated. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 12.— 
(P)—Frank Martin, trusty convict 
who killed Arkansas’ notorious wo- 
man prisoner, Helen Spence Eaton, as 
she sought to escape, today. was placed 
under arrest on a technical charge of 
murder as a speedy investigation of 
the killing was promised by Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Lawrence C. 
Auten. 

Coroner L. C. Aday ordered Mar- 
tin placed in jail so that the grand 
jury could investigate the circum- 
stances surrowMmding the killing yes- 
terday of the 21-year-old former White 
river shanty boat girl who was serving 
time for two slayings. | 

Aday had rendered a verdict of 
justifiable homicide after his investi- 
gation at the scene of the killing. nine 
miles north of the state farm for 
women from which Helen had escaped 
24 hours earlier after leaving a note 
saying “I will never be taken alive.’ 

Storm of Protest. 

The girl was shot behind the right 
ear, and this circumstance was the 
inspiration of a front page editorial 
in the Arkansas Democrat this after- 
noon, calling upon the state penal 
board for an inquiry, and caused ex- 
pressions of indignation at De Witt, 
Helen’s girlhood home. 

“This being a woman who was shot 
by a convict,” said Aday, ‘I feel the 
responsibility too great to act upea 
it as one man, and I am therefore 
placing Martin under arrest and am 
placing him in jail to await action of 
the grand jury.’ ; , 

Aday said he had communicated his 
decision to Governor Futrell’s office 
and said “the governor's office heartily 
coneurs in my views.’ 

Martin’s Testimony. 

Martin, testifying before Aday yes- 
terday at the scene of the killing as 
he stood within a few feet of the life- 
less body of Helen, said he shot ber 
with a charge of buckshot ‘when she 
failed to raise her hands at his com- 
mand. Instead, he said, she wheeled 
half around in an effort to get a pistol 
she carried in, her clothing. . Martin 
fired at a distance of approximately 


” 


35 yards, killing the girl instantly. 

Superintendent A. G. Stedman, of 
the state penal system, said he con- 
curred also in Aday’s views that. the 
matter should be investigated by the 
grand jury, since many persons had 
expressed the view that Martin was 
too quick “on the trigger.” 

As the storm of private and official 
protest over her death grew, the bul- 
let-stilled body of the comely brunette 
riverman’s daughter lay in a Nortn 
Little Rock morgue, an_ object ot 
curiosity to thousandsswho streamed 
in and out of the mortuary all last 
night and today. 

Body Yet Unelaimed. 

Though no word had been received 
from any of her few relatives, the 
fateful victim of her own .boast that 
she would not be taken alive when 
she made her escape from the prison 
farm yesterday was assured of a good 
burial. 

There -was little to indieate the vio- 
lent death she met. Her face. always 
attractive, was unmarred. ‘The dis- 
charge of the guard’s shotgun struck 
her behind the ear, killing her in- 
stantly. 

The curious crowds that came. to 


the mortuary to see her found-her on 
-a cot where the body had been placed 


after it was taken from the scene of 
the slaying o- .a lonely road that 
winds through the hills eight miles 
north of Jacksonville. 

The undertaker was preparing [0 
buy a pretty dress to bury 
sharp contrast to the cem 
culine garb of overalls, shi 
in which she was killed. 

The body will be laid away in a 
little cemetery on the edge of the city, 
if relatives do not claim. jt.

tural Commissioner G. C. Adams’ ap- 
pointee, J. R. Cain -Jr., » instituting 
quo warranto proceedings seeking 
ouster of Dr. C. Reynolds Clark, who 
smilingly declined the commissioner's 
command to “get out.” 

The proceedings were filed in De- 
catur with Superior Judge J. O. Da-

In a setting of test tubes, desks 
and typewriters, Commissioner Adams 
and Cain strode into Clark's offie 
Thursday.

Clark 
smiled. declined the invitation and 
said that Mr. Adams was mistaken 
as to who was state chemst. 

“I shall remain as state chemist 
until my suecessor is duly appointed 
and qualified,” said Clark, politels. 

Encounter Friendly. 

“There. was no physical encounter 
involved,” said Adams later, ‘“‘and 
there was no unfriendltness.” 

Adams’ visit was merely to set the 
legal basis for a suit, which was filed, 
Cain vs. Clark, in Decatur, Clark's 
home city, Thursday noon. 

' Announcing institution of the pro- 
ecedings, Adams said the Jaw clearly 
gave him a right to “discharge .at my 
pleasure and appoint the state chem-

Emmanuel Carvallo, the French 
savant, created a_ stir in. scientific 
circles today with the announcement 
that Professor Albert Finstein’s theory 
of relatively has definitely been prov- 
ed. false.

Changing Pilates. 

Rifles and pistols flashed as the 
posse, searching for the two men, 
who earlier in the day had robbed the 
Bank of Ketchum of $300, came snd- 
denly upon the pair in the hills 1 1-2 
miles south of Grove. They had stop- 
ped to change license plates on their 
automobile, . 

The speeding possemen were upon 
the halted car before they recognized 
the occupants and the robbers opened 
fire. Gregory fell dead, a bullet in his 
side. A volley of bullets from the posse 
then ‘killed. the two robbers, the “old 


man of the mountains” being shot 
through the head. About’ 20 shots 


were fired. 
Long Record. 

The elderly hoodlum was one of the 
state’s most picturesque outlaws. He 
had a long police record and was want« 
ed for several bank robberies. 

Records of the bureau of criminal 
identification show he served a 15- 
year sentence. in state’s prison for 
conjoint robbery in Sequoyah county; 
a term in the federal prison at Leaven-

Louisiana Solons Roar at Burlesque 


Of Huey, Beat Every-Man-King Bill 


BATON ROUGE, La., July 12.— 
(P)—Repeatedly repulsed on major is- 
sues by the legislative forces of Sena- 
tor Huey P. Long, the anti-adminis- 
tration minority in the house late 
Wednesday took charge of the cham- 
ber’s proceedings for a half hour, sent 
one of their number, “disguised” as 
“The Kingfish,” onto the floor and 
made a burlesque plea for passage 
of a bill to make “every man a king 
and every woman a queen.” 

e bill, ‘conferring the title of 
‘your majesty’ on every man and wom- 
an in Louisiana, providing every male 
citizen. with a’pair of green pajamas, 
a castle, a hotel suite, a queen and 
an independent income of $90,000 a 
year,” was introduced early in the 
session by Representative Peyton, of 
Caddo, anti-Long leader, as a satire 
of Senator Long’s pet theories and 
his autobiography which appeared sev- 
eral months ago under the title of 
“Every Man a King.” 

This afternoon, with final adjourn- 
ment just around the corner, the anti- 
administration bloc made a demand 
that the bill be made special order 
of the day. 

Senator Long personally signalled 
to the chamber to interrupt serious 
business for the little recess of fun 
and watched it for a few minutes be- 
fore retiring from the senate. Gov- 
ernor O. K. Allen, his sides shaking 
with laughter, stood with friends at 
the rear of the ovacked © chamber 
throughout the entire burlesque. 

Tlie show got away to a big start 
when Representative Peyton marched 
in with a false putty nose that gave 
him an uncanny rance to Louisiana s 
political dictator. He wore a gilt 
crown and a pink and lavender bath- 


robe, trimmed with cotton ermine. 
A dozen fellow-representatives formed 


a formidable entourage, some blow- 
ing trumpets, some carrying bath- 
towels aloft as banners and others 
brandishing toy pistols and popguns. 
Small boys held up the corners of the 
royal bathrobe and others sprayed the 
dir heavily with insect-guns. 

As Peyton, aping every “Kingfish” 
mannerism and gesture of Senator 
Long, launched into argument for the 
bill after the manner of one of Long's 
stump speeches, making frequent ref- 
erences to “those lying newspapers,” 
Administration Floor Leader Isom 
Guillory, of St. Landry, arose to speak 
to a nearby member. 

“Sit down, Isom!” shouted Peyton, 
using the same expression and the 
same tone that Senator Long had 
employed a few days ago to make the 
floor Jeader sit down during debate. 

“Newspapers, consider yourselfs 
glared at,” said Peyton, “I’m here a 
fightin’ for the common peepul. I’m 
for the redistribution of pot-likker, 
now controlled by J. P. Morgan and 
the Standard Oil. I’m for the Share 
the Swag Society. Everybody can 
have their $90,000 a year easy by 
putting on my tax of $50,000 per 
square foot on Wall Street and $50.- 
000,000 a year on the sacred Standard 
Oil. I move the final passage of this 
bill to make every man a king, every 
woman a queen,”

the house. Administration Speaker El- 
lender said: 

“As many of this house as may not 
be in favor of this bill, let him vote 
yea and the contrary nay.”

Throngs at Louisville and 
Bainbridge, in His Two 
. Addresses, Set Record. 


LOUISVILLE, Ga., July 12.—At 
two meetings, held within a week, 


Governor Talmadge has addressed 
nearly 50,000 Georgia voters, repre- 
senting nearly. if not all of the coun- 
ties of the state. Last week, the 
crowd at Bainbridge to hear his open- 
ing address was more than 30.000, 
while today there were nearly 15.000 
en gp to hear the second speech of 
is campaign for re-election. 

A roll call of the counties made by 
the governor before he concluded his 
‘address here today showed more than 
40 well represented with 10 or 20 


more having from two to half a dozen 
present. | 

“How is Appling?” the governor 
asked and received a reply that Ap- 
pling was present and he would car- 
ry it. 

“How is Baldwin?” he came back 
and received the same assurance, 

He took all of the counties in the 
middle eastern tier and to his every 
question there came an answer from 
a delegate representing that county 
and assurance of his success of elec- 
tion day. 

Finally when he had completed the 
call of the counties he had expected to 
have representation there were shouts 
from representatives of nearly a score 
more, some of them having come near- 
ly 300 miles to hear the speech. 

Big Augusta Delegation. 

The bulk of the great crowd, of 
course, came from Jefferson and the 
surrounding counties, although more 
than 1,000 composed a big motorcade 
from Augusta and nearly that many 
came from Savannah. Leaders of each 
particular group said that a Talmadge 
majority in their respective counties 
was a certainty and that his popu- 
larity is growing daily.

Harris, Wilbur Lanier and James L.

Governor Talmadge was met at the 
city limits by Judge R. N. Hardenian, 
of the middle superior court circuit, 
and escorted by the judge to the court- 
house.

The governor was. introduced by 
Ewell J, Smith, Louisville lawyer, who 
said that “Gene Talmadge is a God- 
send to the people of Georgia and be- 
yond a doubt is the greatest governor 
Georgia ever had.” 

Mr. Smith’s introduction was brief. 
As soon as he started speaking the 
crowd began to shout “give us Tal- 
madge,” and he was prepared for it. 
He h: t prepared only a few introduc- 
tory remarks and was permitted to 
complete these before the governor be- 
gan his address.” 

The governor's call of the roll of 
counties showed that more than 4), 
reaching from Whitfield, in north 
Georgia, to Ware, in the extreme 
southern section of the state, were 
supporting him. 

As Governor Talmadge shouted the 
name of the counties along the east- 
ern tier there were whoops and re- 
ports that “We're for you.” All along 
the line of counties came the same an- 
swer and when he had concluded the 
roll there were shouts from other 
widely scattered counties which he had 
not called. 

Carefully avoiding naming names, 
the governor said that the campaign 
really began last January when At- 
torney Howard made his speech in 
Athens in which he called for aboli- 
tion of the county unit vote plan and 
for consolidation of counties. He call- 
ed “attention to the fact that Mr. 
Howard's speech was printed in pam- 
phlet form and widely circulated all 
over the state. 

“The same distinguished speaker 
said he wanted the 159 counties of 
Georgia reduced to 50,” the governor 
said. “Don’t forget that birds of a 
feather flock together. This same Jan- 
uary candidate is now backing. up and 
speaking for the opposition. They 
want to consolidate our counties down 
to 50.” 

Effect of Consolidation. 

The governor went on to point out 
the effect of such a consolidation on 


the great throng which heard his ad- 
dress. 

“Tinder the present county unit sys- 
tem Jefferson county has two electoral 
votes, Glascock county has two votes, 
Richmond county has six votes and 
Fulton county has six votes,’ he de- 
clared. “The opposition wants the 
county unit system abolished forever 
so that instead of Jefferson and the 
other small counties amounting to 
one-third of Richmond and Fulton and 
the big cities counties.it would count 
only one-fiftieth.” 

The chief executive asserted 


tion would cost the property owners 
in cities their protection. : 
“The protection of the property 
owners in our cities is the county unit 
system,” he declared. ‘The opposition 
loses sight of the fact that our lowest 
tax rates are in the small counties of 
Georgia. History proves that all coun- 
ties which have kept their strength 
and greatness have the land unit sys- 
tem of electoral . votes.” 
The governor went on to stress the 
fact that beginning in 1936 the state 
highway department will start paying 
back to the counties $26,000,000 which 
they expended on roads which have 
since been takep into the state sys- 
tem and for which the counties are 
being refunded the money they spent 
on them. 

Money To Be Ready. 
“This money is to be paid back, 
beginning in March, 1936, and is to be 
paid one-tenth a year, or $2,600,000 
every year for ten years to our sep- 
arate counties,” he said. “I want to 
put the people on notice now that if 
I am governor we will begin saving 
that money and we will have it ready 
hy first payment in March of 


Still without mentioning a name, 
the governor turned his fire on Judge 
Pittman’s statements that honesty 
and decency are the two purposes of 
his campaign, asserting that he had 
always “steered clear of trading with 
anyone who is always trying to im- 
press me with his honesty.” 

“The opposition boasts that the first 
plank in their platform. is honesty and 
decency in government,” he said. 
“Well, let’s think about this a mo- 
ment. ‘ 

“Did you ever see anyone walking 
around, talking about how honest they 
were? 

“Did you ever start trading with 
anyone, and the first thing they tried 
to impress on you was the fact that 
they were honest? 

“I have always steered shy of mak- 
ing a trade with anyone when they 
were trying to impress upon me all 
through the conversation that they 
were honest. 
“Honesty and decency are the fun- 
damental and quiet virtues said least 
about by those who possess and act 


them.” 

_- Robert Toombs Praised. 
Without mentioning the attacks of 
Judge Pittman for his veto of a bill 
which was tended.to permit Georgia 
cities and counties to borrow from the 
public works administration despite 
the state’s constitutional limitations 
on its own borrowing powers and the 
borrowing powers of its political sub- 
divisions, the governor praised Gener- 
al Robert Toombs for inserting the 
borrowing ban in the constitution and 
pointed out that with a deficit of 
only a little more than $5,000,000, the 
state is in better financial shape than 
any other state in the Union. 

“There are several reasons for the 
solid condition of the state of Geor- 
gia,” he pointed out. 

“To my mind, the best reason for 
it is the provision in our constitution, 
placed there by Robert Toombs, that 
neither the state, nor any county, or 
municipality within the state, can cast 
a debt beyond the fiscal (or calendar) 
year. The evasions of this constitu- 
tional provision have been court-made 
laws. : 

“Georgia today owes $5,383,118.88. 
I am proud to say that I reduced the 
indebtedness of the state last year 
$2.140, 716.94. 

“I am also proud to say that while 
this indebtedness of the state was be- 
ing reduced, the taxes of the state 
were also reduced $7,883,819.91 for 
1933 and 1934, inclusive. 

“IT am proud to state that the sal- 
ary reductions effected in 1933 of 
state employes were $1,116,956.54. 
“T am also proud to state that the 
total reduction in the cost of the state 
overnment last year amounted to 
6,745, 866.09. 

“This statement can be verified 
from the report of the state auditor, 
Hon. Tom Wisdom, on page 31. 

“I did not realize that the cost of 
the state government had been _ re- 
duced anything like this amount until 
my attention was called to it by our 


state auditor. 


Buildings for Insane. 
“While these reductions were being 
made, all department of state were 
operated last year, and, I think, more 
efficiently than ever in the past. 
“Three new buildings were put up 
at Milledgeville out of the emergency 
fund granted to the governor last 
year, to keep our insane people out of 
the jails. is is the first money 
of the emergency fund that has ever 
been spent: at Milledgeville.

As at Bainbridge last week, he re- 
ceived prolonged applause today when 
he pointed out that these things have 
been among the most forward steps 
taken by Georgia in a generation. 

rowd Roars. Approval. 

“If you want the ad valorem tax 
increased back to five mills from the 
four-mill levy I fixed for the first time 
in more than 50 years, I'm not your 
man,” Governor Talmadge declared as 
the crowd roared its approval. 

“If you. want the automobile tag 
price sent back to its former high 
figure and want the income from the 
gasoline tax decreased as a result of 
fewer cars and fewer. trucks using 
gasoline, I am not your man,” he went 
on as the crowd continued to thunder 
its approval. “The opposition. tells 
you it’s for a $2 or a $3 tag but you 
don’t know what it stands for. As a 
matter of fact it is. secretly working 
against a cheap tag.” 

“If you want the state highway de- 
partment turned back over to the fa- 
vored interests so that they can share 
in the biggest fund the state of Geor- 
gia gets, I am not the man you want,” 
he went on as the tumultuous ap- 
proval of the great throng increased 
In momentum. 

“If you want the old public service 
commission put back on the job to 
ride free passes from those they are 
called upon to judge and to increase 
rates back to what they used to he, I 
am not the man for the governorship,” 
the chief executive proceeded. — his 
every word bringing new and swelling 
enthusiasm from his audience, 

“If you want power rates put back 
up, telephone rates put back up, if 
you want me stopped in my fight for 
lower freight rates. which you know 
I'm going to win. I’m not your man,” 
he shouted and the great crowd once 
more shouted hack its approval. 

Governor Talmadge warmly praised 
President Roosevelt’s recovery pro- 
gram and his general effort to re- 
habilitate the nation in statements 
which drew prolonged applause from 
his audience. 

“I want to tell you that I think 
President Roosevelt’s motives are good 
and that he is working for the best 
interests of the people,” the governor 
said. “When he made his last trip 
to Georgia I was invited to ride from 
Savannah to Warm Springs with him 
and he showed a keen interest in the 
welfare of our people and asked for 
Suggestions for the improvement of 
the country.” 

: Recounts “Yazoo” History. 

In opening his address the gover- 
nor called attention to the fact that 
the ground on which he was speaking 
was one of the most historical spots 
in the state of Georgia, the place 
where the notorious Yazoo act. which 
would have been the greatest fraud 
ever perpetrated in the south, was 
publicly burned. 

In commenting on this piece of his- 
tory it was brought out that at that 
ceremony a veteran preacher-legisla- 
tor, addressing the crowd gathered for 
the burning of. the fraudulent act used 
the words “My fellow countrymen,” 
which are the words the governor al- 
ways uses when he begins a speech. 

“In our meeting here today at 
Louisville, I am reminded of the great 
historic traditions of this city. 

‘Here, in the public square, is the 
old slave market, standing today in 
as perfect condition as it did over a 
century ago. The shelter, the block on 


bid on the negroes who werre offered 
for sale, are still here. 

“Here, in this city, was the second 
capitol of the state. Here the legisla- 
tors met every year, and, from read- 
ing history, we find that often they 
met in August and did not adjourn 
until February. 

“At the meeting of the legislature 
in 1795, a bill was passed and signed 
by Governor Mathews, which was ait- 
erwards known as the Yazoo fraud. 
The bill granted millions of acres of 
land in Georgia.to people from Vir- 
ginia and the north. 

“General Gunn, from Virginia, was 
the great lobbyist who pushed across 
the Yazoo fraud. 

“Immediately after this bill was 
passed, the thinking citizens of Geor- 
gia realized the great injustice that 
had been done. 

“The next year, 1796, a bill was 
introduced and passed, declaring the 
Yazoo act null and void. 

“A resolution then passed the house 

and senate, providing that all of the 
records of the previous year, making 
the grants of land be burned in the 
presence of the governor, the state- 
house officers, and members of the 
legislature. 
“At high noon the crowd assembled in 
the public square of this beautiful 
little city. The secretary of state came 
out with a great bundle of records. 
He passed them to the president of 
the senate, who looked them over, to 
be sure that they were the right rec- 
ords, and then passed them to the 
speaker of the house, who, after 
glancing at them, passed them to the 
clerk of the house. 

“The clerk read the captions aloud, 
so that all present would know that 
they had the right documents. 

“A man kneeled down to light the 
fire with ‘flint and steel’ (for there 
were no matches in those days). 

Fire From Heaven. 

“Just at this moment he was stopped 
by an old gray-haired preacher, a 
member of the legislature, who, step- 
ping forth, said in a deep, impressive 
voice: 

“"*My fellow countrymen, 
that consumes that infamous 
should be drawn directly 
heaven!’ _ 

“Then drawing a burning glass from 
his pocket he focused the rays of the 
sun on the fuel; which soon kindled 
into a blaze. The clerk of the house 
stepped up and threw the accursed 
document into the flames, at the same 
time crying out in ‘a loud voice: 

* "God save the state and preserve 
her rights; and may every attempt to

acts now do. 


“In a few seconds the notorious 


Yazoo act had gone up in smoke and 
as * 

‘“‘Had it not been for the brave ac- 
tion of our forefathers and statesmen 
in 1796, nine-tenths of the area of 
Georgia would have been granted to 
foreign corporations, and Georgia to- 
day would have been one of the small- 
est states in the Union.” 


In concluding. the governor said 
that he expected the opposition to 
“make all kinds of statements” against 
him and bis administration, declaring 
that it had nothing left to do but to 
deal in “muck and mire and filth,” 
asserting: 

“In conclusion, my fellow country- 
men, remember this: 

“That when the opposition faces 
the task of tearing down my record 
of efficiency and economy in govern- 
ment in this state for the past 18 
months, they will resort to any state- 
ments, 

“They realize that the only thing 
left to do is to deal in muck and mire 
and filth. 

“The best gauge to put on every 
statement of the opposition is to re- 
member what they said in their open- 
ing campaign: 

“**That I have not fulfilled a single 
campaign pledge.’ 

“There are hundreds of statements 
that are being carried in the press of 
Georgia today which can be measured 
by this same yardstick. 

“The people of Georgia are not 
easily fooled. Of course, they want 
honesty and de@egency in government. 

“*Ry their works ye shall know 
them.’ ”

The biscuit 
company then asked for a rehearing 
and this was denied Thursday without 
a written opinion. This meant that 
the state had won its long and hard- 
fought suit.

4 POWER PROJECTS 


Northwestern Sites To Be 
Inspected on Return From 
Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—->)— 
President Roosevelt wants to see for 
himself what progress is being made 
on four of the largest power and 


water development projects ever un- 
dertaken in this country or in the 
world. 

This was announced today at the 
White House with word that the pres- 
ident would visit the sites of the 
Bonneville, Fort Peck and* Grand 
Coulee dams and the upper Missis- 
sippi river project, all located in the 
northwest and for which the govern- 
ment has agreed to spend more than 
$140,000,000. 

The inspection trips will be made 
upon Mr. Roosevelt’s return from his 
Hawaiian cruisé August 3. Landing 
at Portland, Ore., on that date, he 
will leave immediately for the Bonne- 
villé dam, 40 miles above Portland, 
and stop at the other construction 
sites on his way back to Washing- 
ton, where he will arrive August 16, 
These power and river projects 
were envisaged by the president long 
before he took office on March 4, 
1933. In a spéech at Portland during 
the campaign and in talks witb re- 
porters later, he outlined his plans 
for developing programs for giving the 
nation cheaper electric power, improv- 
ed farming lands and controlled in- 
ternal waterways. 

Perhaps~ niore about these plans 
will be told in the one major speech 
Mr. Roosevelt will make on his way 
across the nation. At Green Bay, Wis., 
August 9, he will address a gather- 
ing celebrating the 300th anniversary 
of the settling of what is now the 
state of Wisconsin, 

There has been much speculation 
that the president would take that 
occasion to make a political speech. 
He himself has said he would not dis- 
cuss politics.

MISSISSIPPI VOTES DRY. 
First of the states to ratify the 
eighteenth amendment, and first of 
‘the southern states to submit the 
question to voters since repeal of 
national prohibition, Mississippi de- 
cided Tuesday to remain dry, as she 

has been for the past 25 years. 
That is, she will be dry as far as 
legal hard liquor is concerned, the 
vote having been almost 3 to 1. 
The last legislature legalized 4 per 
cent beer, but one county, Jeffer- 
son Davis, voted against that in 
‘Tuesday's referendum.

One reason given for the very 
large dry vote is the report that 
those who were conscientious in 
voting that way were joined by an 
exceedingly large number of citi- 
zens who had a pecuniary interest 
in keeping legal hard liquor out of 
the state. 

Whether Mississippi’s decision 
will be followed by other southern 
States when the subject is sub- 
mitted for a vote, is a matter for 
future determination. Traditionally 
“dry” in voting, the southern states 
have been noted for years as being 
soaking wet, both in illicit manu- 
facture of corn liquor and the boot- 
legging of this product to con- 
sumers, 

Thus the states are deprived of 
the tax revenues that would be re- 
ceived from the dispensation of 
legal liquor under proper safe- 
gaurds, while bath states and the 
federal government are put to enor- 
mous expense in futile attempts to 
end illicit distilling and bootlegging 
of the illegal product. 

As the matter stands now, hard 
liquor flows into the centers where 
it is desired, in quantities to satisfy 
an enormous demand, and try as 
they may, officers of the law are 
unable to do more than pick up a 
few of the offenders. And, at the 
‘ same time, anyone—man, woman, 
boy or girl, who has the price— 
can purchase anywhere from a sin- 
gle drink to five gallons. 

The remedy for this is legaliza- 
tion, and then strict enforcement of 
the law. It is to be hoped that at 
the next session of the Georgia as- 
sembly the state will be given au- 
thority to govern the sale of hard 
liquor by adequate legislation. 


MAY START NEW INDUSTRY. 

First shipments of $0,000 cattle 
from the drouth regions of the west 
have passed through Atlanta, hav- 
ing been inspected by trained vet- 
erinarians, and are now contentedly 
grazing on Georgia pastures rented 
by the federal government for this 
purpose. 

All of these cattle have been 
branded ERA, which stands for 
Emergency Relief Administration, 
and they will remain property of 
‘the government. This fall, when 
they have taken on flesh, lost dur- 
ing ravages of the drouth, they will 
be slaughtered and canned.

PROSPERITY SIGN POSTS. 


Statements just issued by the 
federal reserve board and state col- 
lector of internal revenue indicate 
that Georgia and the southeast are 
on the highway of recovery, and 
following the sign posts that point 
to ultimate prosperity. 

Department store sales are re- 
garded as one of the best indica- 
tions that people have money and 
are spending it for articles they 
need and want, and in reporting 
the percentages of increase for the 
12 federal reserve districts it is 
shown that while the average in- 
crease for the entire country is 20 
per cent that of the Atlanta district 
is 36. 

The Dallas, Texas, increase is re- 
corded at 30, while the next highest 
is that of Cleveland, Ohio, at 28, 
while New York is the lowest with 
10 per cent. Richmond is 21, while 
Boston is 12. 

The splendid showing of the At- 
lanta district is borne out by the 
showing Georgia has made in the 
payment of federal taxes, which 
have increased 500 per cent in 
1934, over the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1933. The country as a 
whole shows an increase of only 65 
per cent. 

Alabama ranks next highest with 
400 per cent increase, which. bears 
out the statement that this section 
is enjoying a greater degree of pros- 
perity than any other part of the 
country. 

Collector Page reported that Geor- 
gia had paid into the federal treas- 
ury $28,807,844, as compared with

THE NEW FRONTIER, 


With the passing of our frontiers 
it is only natural that the next step 
should be a challenge of the fron- 
tiers in the sky. 

Our early pioneers and those who 
came after them to subdue the wilds 
and establish civilization were no 
more adventuring than are our new 
ranperhtaaee who pioneer the 
sky: 
In the near future the most elab- 
orate attempt to explore the strato- 
sphere is to rise from the earth in 
the mountains of South Dakota. Un- 
der the direction of the National 
Geographic Society and the United 
States army, a balloon, with the un- 
precedented capacity of 3,000,000 
feet, is to take aloft two men. 

A veritable laboratory of scien- 
tific instruments is to be carried 
into the stratosphere in what will 
be the seventh of such attempts 
Since Professor Auguste Piccard 
made his famous ascent in 1931. 

It was not until as late as 1896 
that the stratosphere was discov- 
ered. In that year, by sending out 
free balloons carrying instruments, 
it was discovered that more than 
six miles up exists a stratum of air 
in which there is no ‘‘weather,” 
There are no clouds, no winds, no 
storms. Nothing changes. 

Now we are hunting the cosmic 
ray, or rather its source. The Amer- 
ican balloon will be three and a 
half times as large as any sent up 
before. Its bag, when inflated, will 
be more than 180 feet in diameter. 
It could inclose a 10-story building. 
Man has been 13 miles into the 
atmosphere. This new balloon 
hopes to go 20 or more miles. Cer- 
tainly there is in this as much of 
a challenge to the imagination as 
there was in the days when Colum- 
bus manned his three ships and set 


new route to India.

That Secret 
Meeting. 


Signor Mussolini at last received 
EFerr Hitler, at the latter's repeated 
requests and after three _ refusals. 
Herr Hitler came to Venice. Shortly 
after landing the two dictators had a 
private conference which lasted two 
hours and a half, during which they 
discussed the European situation. 

What was said there? Hitler hasn’t 
breathed a word about it. If he had 
been able to gain Mussolini to his 
views he would not have been silent 
on the subject, you may rest as- 
sured. Now Mussolini has spoken, 
discretely to be sure, but the Duce 
has at least given an indication of 
what was debated there between the 
two dictators. When Mussolini asked 
Hitler about his attitude on Austria, 
the fuehrer burst forth with a long 
speech. “It was all rhetoric,” Musso-. 
lini recently told an Italian diplomat, 
who has thought fit to publish these 
words, with the Duce’s permission, of 
course. “It was al) rhetoric, lacked 
every sense of realism and impressed 
me not at all.” 

It also develops that several angry 
words were exchanged between the 
two men. The general impression in 
Europe is that Italy and Germany. 
although both are in the revisionist 
camp, that is, they want to change 
the existing peace treaties, are drift- 
ing apart. Those who hold up the 
bogey of a fascist internationale in 
this world, ought to see now that in- 
ternational and fascism are two terms 
which contradict each other. Fascism 
is extreme nationalism. Fascism in- 
stalled in every country in Europe 
will’ mean that they will tear each 
other to pieces, if they cannot agree 
on attacking Russia jointly. But even 
so, joint exploitation of Russian ter- 
ritory, in the event the soviets are 
conquered, a very problematical busi- 
ness, joint exploitation is out of the 
question. They'll still tear each other 
to pieces over the spoils.

HEALTH TALKS

THE FAT IN THE HEALTHY 
B ; 

A healthy man weighing 150 pounds 
consists of 90 pounds of water, 27 
pounds of muscle and blood _ cor- 
puscles and other tissue elements, ¥ 
pounds of minerals, 1 1-2 pounds of 
glycogen (animal starch) or blood 
sugar, and 22 1-2 pounds of fat. Let’s 
see—that doesn’t leave much for his 
brain, does it? But no matter. We've 
divided the brain and other organs 
up amongst these component sub- 
stances. 

There is proportionately more fat 
in the body of a woman. Or at least 
there was in the nice comfortable old- 
fashioned kind. Some of them today 
have little or no more softness than 
a New England hired man. 

The fat in the healthy body is dis- 
tributed in a kind of insulating 
blanket, called the panniculus, of 
adipose tissue under the skin. This 
serves to keep the body wari, as fat 
is a non-conductor or slow conductor 
of heat. It also serves to give a soft 


especially at points where angles or 
knobs would project if the fat pad did 
not cover them. This subcutaneous 
layer of fat also protects muscles, 
nerves and vessels in and under the 
skin from pressure or injury. As a 
non-conductor of heat it explains why 
women generally stand exposure to 
cold better than men do. 

Besides the panniculus, a consider- 
able amount of fat is stored in the 
abdomen, both in the omentum or 
apron that hangs in front of the 
viscera and in the supporting mem- 
branes of the stomach and intestines. 
Then it is used as padding to sup- 
port various organs, notably the kid- 
neys. Lighter masses or leaves of 
fat are distributed between the mus- 
cles, over the cheekbone and chin, 
over the hollows of the temple bones, 
in the breasts and back of the eye- 
balls. With emaciation from any 
cause, loss of the body fat, these 
places all appear hollow or sunken 
and abdominal organs are likely to gu 
on the loose. Furrows or wrinkles 
appear in the skin. 


You young people who are not over 
10 per cent too heavy for your height 
and age, think of these sad results 
of getting thin without just cause for 
dieting. And these are only the out- 
ward visible signs of what happens 
inside. Unwise reduction to conform 
with a freak standard set by some 
fashion caricaturist is achieved at 
the cost of youth, beauty and health. 

In any case, even where reduction 
is advisable and the regimen is pre- 
scribed or approved by the physician, 
it is generally better to reduce at 


a moderate rate, say two or three 
pounds a week, than it is to take the 


| fat off more rapidly, both for the sake 
/of good health and good appearance. 


Any one who enters upon a re- 
duction regimen should include a fair 
amount of daily exercise, at least 
enough to take up the slack as the 
fat disappears. Persons over 40 or 
those with heart trouble should be 
advised by their own physicians about 
this, for, of course, the heart has 
labored under a handicap as long as 
the superfluous fat has been toted 
about and rest for the heart, rather 
than exercise, may be the best treat- 
ment for a while.

France a few weeks ago and the Ca- 
nadian mace last week,-but it might 
be a wise idea to decide. how far 
this fad is to be allowed to go be- 
fore it goes too far. The sword was 
one that the marquis left sticking in 
an umbrella stand one night when he 
was over here running up the debt 
of gratitude on which it seems im- 
possible for this country ever to pay 
off even the interest. The mace was 
a trifle of loot which was seized by 
some American soldiers in_ the 

War of 1812 and had been kept 
in some attic or closet in Washing: 
ton ever since. Nations get senti- 
mental now anl again and _ start 
rummaging through their catch-alls 
for articles of old trash to be sent 
back, with love and kisses, to the 
parties from whom they were stolen 
as evidence of their current peace and 
understanding, and reminders’ that 
they licked them once and, if neces- 
sary, could do it again. 

“Lyle Wilson, the Washington jour- 
nalist, informs me that there is a 
great store of old iron, cheap jew- 
elry, olive dishes, candlesticks, napkin 
rings and clocks taking up valuable 
room in the cramped old quarters of 
the American’ state department, 
awaiting the judgment day or, with 
luck, some earlier disposition.

The action of the board Thursday, 
it was learned in dispatches from the 
capital, caused a stir at both NRA 
and the bureau of roads. 

Thomas H. MacDonald, roads bu- 
reau chief, quickly investigated to de- 
termine whether federal-aid projects 
were affected by the action, and said 
no federal funds will be released on 
Georgia jobs if the construction con- 
tracts failed to comply with bureau 
regulations or NRA .codes. 

Officials of the construction code 
division of NRA held a conference on 
the Georgia situation.

The manufacturers’ list price of the 
popular brands of cigarets 1s $6.10 4 
thousand and adding the 6 1-2 per 
cent mark-up would mean $6.50 a 
thousand in round numbers or 15 
cents for a package of 20. On this 
basis two packages would cost 26 
cents. But the 5 per cent discount 
allowed on multiple sales below $1 
takes off a cent and makes the price 
25 cents for two. Likewise, the 8 
per cent discount allowed on multiple 
sales of more than $1 makes the price 
of a carton $1.20. 

In announcing Johnson's ruling, 
NRA said it “cannot guarantee any 
form of enterprise a profit.” It 
added : 

“Furthermore competition with re- 
spect to price is considered desirable 
by this administration because it 1s 
recognized that evolution toward more 
efficient distribution, with consequent 
benefits to the producer of raw ma- 
terials as well as to the consumer, 
has generally resulted from competi- 
tion, including competitive pricing 


practices. 
“Bait” Use Barred. 

“This does not mean, however, that 
unrestricted price-cutting can be per- 
mitted. NRA believes that the situa- 
tion which has arisen in the tobatco 
distributing trades goes beyond 
healthy price competition. It has be- 
come the practice of large retail mer- 
chants primarily engaged in the dis- 
tribution of other

Nothing to Give Away. 

Johnson said “all the rest of the al- 
phabetical group of administrations” 
had millions to give away except 
_ “NRA,” he added, “unhappily for 
its popularity, was not in the Santa 
Claus group of the Christmas bell 
ringers. Its job was not to give but 
to take. It encouraged employers to 
hire more people and pay higher 
wages. ... 

‘The farmer can never justly say 
that NRA has failed him in any par- 
ticular. Even where it functions 
NRA has ever been Simon LeGree 
and neyer St. Nicholas... . 

“Let’s look squarely in the teeth of 
the claim that has been made out 
here—by a lot of sabotaging gentle- 
men—that NRA has raised the cost 
of living faster than farm prices have 
been raised. ...

50 Cents Added. 

‘“‘They mean that, to every dollar of 
workers’ purchasing power to buy 
your produets a year ago, more than 
50 cents has been added. 

“Why these increases are nothing 
less than marvelous! . . . But there 
are those who say that in spite of all 
these incontravertible and unassail- 
ed facts, the farmer as such is not 
advantaged. No grosser falsehood was 
ever perpetrated on a trusting au- 
dience. 

“What the president started out to 
do was to restore to agriculture its 
pre-war purchasing power—'pre-war 
parity’ as the professors have it... - 
Under the New Deal we have achiev- 
ed about 70 per cent of the gain nec- 
essary to restore pre-war purchasing 
power to these crops. 

“Now, my friends, we can't get away 
from these figures. . . .

URGED BY US. ABENT 


Complaint of North Georgia 
City Gets Attention of 
Commerce Body. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—(%)— 
Examiner John McChord today pro- 
posed that the interstate commerce 
commission dispose of.a complaint by 
the Chamber of Commerce of Rome, 
Ga., and others against the Southern 
Railway Company and associate var- 
riers by dismissing a plea for repara- 
tions on past shipments of grain from 
Ohio, Mississippi river crossings, 
Memphis and St. Louis to Rome. 

However, after declaring he found 
these rates neither unreasonable nor 
unjustly discriminatory, he said they 
were unduly prejudicial and prefer- 
ential and suggested that they be re- 
vised. 

The Anniston Traffic Bureau of 
Anniston, Ala., the Chattanooga Man- 
ufacturers’ Association and Atlanta 
Freight Bureau were interveners in 
the hearings. McChord said that he 
found the rates now in effect unduly 
preferential to Chattanooga, Gads- 
den, Anniston and Birmingham. 

“It is evident,” he said, “that the 
jobbers at Rome cannot compete 
with the jobbers at other points un- 
der rates as at present provided. 

“The commission sbould find that 
the rates assailed were not and are 
not unreasonable or unjustly discrim- 
inatory but they were, are and for 
the future will be unduly prejudicial 
to complainants and unduly preferen- 
tial to their competitors to the ex- 
tent that rates to Rome exceeded, ox- 
ceed or may exceed the rates from 
the same origins here considered to 
Gadsden, Ala. ... There is no specific 
evidence of pecuniary loss occasioned 
by the reason of undue prejudice 
found to exist.”

FINAL PLANS MADE 
FOR HUGE PROJECT 
ON SAVANNAH RIVER 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 12.--(/)— 
The present status of the project for 
the improvement of the Savannah 
river below Augusta, that is, the six- 
foot. navigation channel from Augusta 
to Savannah, was announced today 
by Major Creswell Garlington, United 
States district engineer. 

“Plans and specifications for the

attorney-general. As the title papers 
to this property have been examined 
and approved by the United States 
attorneys at Savannah and Charles- 
ton, prompt approval of the attorney- 
general may be. expected. 

“The acquisition of flowage rights 
for the pool created by the dam is 
the only remaining question to be dis- 
posed of before work can be adver- 
tised. Under the act authorizing the 
project, these rights must be furnish- 
ed by local interests.

Perfect bidding and perfect play/ 


may perhaps in theory produce per- 
fect scores, but there are few who 
have e¥ter seen a perfect contract 
bridge played. In all probability, per- 
fect scores will never be made by any 
pair of players, however expert, 
throughout a series of games compos- 
ing a tournament, but if they ever 
should, then most certainly there will 


be some pair of venturesome spirits 
who will step out on the limb in their 
bidding and take.a big penalty, there- 
by off-setting the perfect bids and per- 
fect plays of the perfect pair. This 
general principle explains why bridge 
tournaments are not “won” by the 
winners but are “lost” by the losers. 
Luck, even in duplicate bridge, may 
be the principal factor in determining 
which pair shall be labeled the .‘‘win- 
ners.” 

In connection with this, Mr. Ed- 
ward W. Faith, of Mobile, Ala., sub- 
mitted to me recently his research 
along that line. As one example, he 
gave the hand below, which arose in a 
three-table tournament. | 

South, dealer. : 


Both sides vulnerable. 


At two tables the hand was passed 
out. But at one table North and 
South, team No. 1, were optimistic, 
and bid up to three notrump. East 
doubled, and North (declarer) was 
set three tricks. Had this been rub- 
ber play, only the rash bidders would 
have been punished. But, under the 
method of tournament scoring by 
match points, this rash bidding had a 
very far-reaching result. It gave the 
East-West pair at that table the high 
score on that hand, and thus gave 
them a present of two match points, 
which they had done absolutely noth- 
ing to earn, 

Continuing his research, Mr. Faith 
reports that he supervised and played 
in an evening tournament between two 
teams of six in which, though the 
gross aggregate of points won exceed- 
ed 11,000, yet the difference between 
the winning and the losing team was 
less than 100 points. A study of the 
bidding and play went far to demon- 
strate that certainly in non-expert 
circles tournaments_are not won—they 
are lost. As might be expected, here 
were some of the losses: 

1—A vulnerable North overcalled 
with two spades West’s original one 
no-trump, was doubled, and went 
down three tricks. East and West 
scored 900 as against a non-vulner- 
able game of 400, made by East and 
West at the other table. The differ- 
ence of 500 points certainly were not 
“won”’—They were “lost” by the fol- 
ly of a player. 

2—A vulnerable player made a 
good opening bid of one no-trump and 
was raised by partner on hopes and 
ambition with some rich intermedi- 
ates. Down four instead of two; 
minus 700, instead of a _ natural 
minus, 250! Four hundred and fifty 
points were lost—not won, 

3—A vulnerable partner, instead of 
risking an improving bid of no- 
trump, raised a minor. One team

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I am often very much surprised at 
the absolute inexperience in caring for 
iliness which is shown by the aver- 
age young girl and it has always seem- 
ed to me a commentary on the moth- 
er’s bringing up of that girl. 

Every girl before she starts her own 
home should know how to read a clin- 
ical thermometer, how to recognize the 
ordinary symptoms of illness, how to 
give an enema, how to look at a sore 
throat, how to make a bed with a per- 
son in it, how to give a person a bath 
in bed. With these things as a back- 
ground, a woman can understand the 
doctor’s orders and follow them out, 
and it wiil not be necessary to yo to 
a hospital for every minor ailment, or 
have a trained nurse or call in a doc- 
tor when he is not needed. 

With this amount of training in her 
youth,.she can learn certain other 
things more easily as the need arises 
in her life, but in cases of serious 
illness or necessary operations, the 
hospital is undoubtedly the best place 
to be in. 

As things are today the very rich 
and the very poor usually can have the 
best of care in a hospital. |. The most 
difficult situation is that facing the 
person of average means. Our every- 
day man and woman who does. not 
wish to accept charity, but who must 
live on a small] income, finds illness 
of any kind a serious condition, but 
an illness which requires a doctor and 
hospital care is a calamity. ; 

In one or two places.in this coun- 


try this has been recognized. The 
need has been met by some public- 
spirited persons or by the community 
itself, but so far it is not generally 
planned for and hospital care cannot 
be obtained except at great expense 
if it is paid for at all. It is par- 
ticularly hard for this group as they 
sometimes have to go either to a medi- 
ocre doctor and get poor care, or plunge 
rage into debt to meet the necessary 
ills. 

{t seems to me that every young girl 
should not only have the general train- 
ing for illness wrhich I have already 
mentioned but should have some train- 
ing to prepare her for child-bearing 
and for the caring of the baby when" 
it arrives. ‘ 

Many and many a girl have I known 
who was completely without knowl- 
eige of what the most usual condi- 
tions surrounding this period of life 
were apt to be. A girl should know 
the normal way of living through the 
long nine months of pregnancy. She 
should know how to take care of her- 
self, she should understand and make 
allowances for certain abnormalities 
of feelings and of nerves. 

The most normal human being ordi- 
narily will not be completely normal 
through this rather trying experience 
and yet the more normal she makes 
her life, the better it will be for her.

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FIGHTING INSECT ENEMIES. 
V—On to Victory. 

It is figured that fruit trees, farm 
crops and shade trees in Canada suf- 
fer damage of about $150,000,000 per 
year from insect enenfles. 


One woman who never asked her

The loss in the United States ap- 
pears to be from 12 to 14 times as 
great—about $2,000,000,000 per year. 

Among the worst insect pests, on 
this continent are boll weevils, corn- 
ear worms, corn ‘borers, locusts, cod- 
dling moths, potato leaf hoppers and 
May beetles. 

The boll weevil is a beetle which 
has its native home in Mexico and 
Central America. It spread to Texas 
in 1893, and from there traveled all 
over the cotton-growing parts of south- 
ern states. The damage in 1921, a 
year of serrow in the cotton area, 
was set at more than $500,000,000. | 

Adult weevils are about one-fourth | 
of an inch long. They have snouts | 
which can be used to cut into the) 
bolls and flower buds of cotton plants. | 
The females lay eggs in the holes 
thus made, and the eggs hatch into 

” which eat cotton inside the 


bolls. 

Since 1921 the war against boll 
weevils has been fought with a will, 
and the damage has been cut down. | 
One method of control has been to use 


airplanes for dropping poison dust on 
cotton fields, thus kilitng beetles be- 
fore they lay their eggs. 

The June beetle (also called the. 
June bug) does heavy damage in the 
Great Lakes area, in southern Onta- 
rio as well as in New York, Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. This beetle crawls out of 
the. ground in May or June, does 
heavy damage by eating tree leaves, 
then burrows inte the ground to a 
depth of about six inches, where it 
lays eggs. The eggs hatch into white 
grubworms, and the grubs live under- 
ground two or three years, eating 
roots of plants, most ‘of all the roots 
of corn plants. Then they shed their 
skins and come forth as beetles. 

All over the earth insects bring 
danger to men. Our grain, our fruit, 
our vegetables and our shade trees 
are destroyed by hosts of the insect 
world. Houseflies spread typhoid fev- 
er germs. Certain long-legged mos- 
quitoes spread malaria. In Africa, 
the tsetse fly carries sleeping sickness 
from person to person.

CHICAGO, July 12.—(#)—Back- 
ward somersaults of corn prices dis- 


organized all grain markets today, 
and at the last wheat alone showed 
an advance. 

Corn tumbled as much as 4 cents 
a bushel as a result of heavily in- 
creased rural offerings of corn to 4ar- 
rive in Chicago. 

Closing quotations in the corn mar- 
ket were weak, 1 3-4 to 2 7-8 cents 
under yesterday's finish, with wheat 
nervous at 5-8 to 1 3-8 gain, oats 
1 1-8 to 1 1-2 down, and provisions 
unchanged to 10 cents off. 

With favorable weather for corn 
growth prevailing over much of the 
corn belt, and with knowledge that 
the critical period of the corn crop 
is in July and August, corn traders 
took special notice of statements by 
a leading authority that rainfall since 
July 1 has been 3 per cent above 
normal. This amount of moisture 
would imply likelihood of material im- 
provement in corn crop conditions 
since data for the government report 
was gathered. 

Under such circumstances, the corn 
market from the outset parted com- 
pany with wheat, and gave way 
under an avalanche of commission 
house orders to sell corn future de- 
liveries. September corn temporarily 
dropped to the maximum limit allow- 
ed in any 24-hour period. Rallies in 
the corn market later were attributed 
to curtailment of selling pressure after 
the price breaks and to increased spec- 
ulative demand.

millan Company published a book en- 


titled “Concealing Coloration in the 
Animal Kingdom.” The work consists 
of a compilation of Abbott H. Thay- 
er’s discoveries by Gerald Thayer, 
whom I met*early in 1930 in Ann 
Arbor, Michigan. 

It isn’t surprising to find a man 
who is not a scientist making state- 
ments that doesn’t hold water, I need 
not refer you to the facts in the case 
at all, but only to the evidence con- 
tained between the backs of the book 
itself. I was surprised, upon read- 
ing the life of Frank M. Chapman 
lot long ago, to find that what I had 
decided about that admirably worked 
out theory was indorsed by the his- 
torical facts and by Dr, Chapman’s 
representation of the man himself. As 
a matter of fact, Chapman refers to 
Thayer as a great artist, but one who 
was so carried away by the brilliance 
of the theory that he began to make 
the facts bend to fit the theory; a 
practice which, I should state, is in 
decided disfavor amongst the best 
scientific circles. 

Thayer began with the theories of 
obliterative coloration, stating that 
most animals are darker above than 
below and that this counter-shading

Yet there is much to be drawn from 
Thayer’s book that is of value. One

HITLER TONIGHT 


BERLIN, July 12.—(/)—Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler was busy today with 
reports of the secret police on the 
events leading up to the June 30 sup- 
pression of rebellion, as he prepared 
to write the speech he will deliver to 
the reichstag. 

A high government official said that 
Hitler will not begi writing his speech 
until tomorrow morning, devoting the 
day to getting it ready for delivery 
at 8 p. m. ‘

While the chancellor labored on his 
speech, the German public was re- 
minded in front page newspaper an- 
nouncements and over the radio to 
have their receiving sets turned on at 
the time of the address. 

“Der fuehrer (the leader) will 
speak,” said all these announcements. 

Indications were that Hitler will 
bave as near to a 100 per cent audi- 
ence as ever was granted to a nation- 
wide radio broadcast. ae 

Seek Future Hints. 

The storm troopers, on vacation and 
deprived of many of their old leaders 
by firing squads, will be alert to hear 
what the future holds for them. 

Many non-nazis, who have accepted 
the Hitler regime as the best Germany 
could get, will want to learn whether 
the doubts recently aroused in their 
minds are justified. 

The Protestant chureh controversy, 
of which little was heard during the 
stirring days after June 30, came to 
the fore again today with an order 
from Reichbishop Ludwig Mueller for- 
bidding Protestant editors to write 
anything for church newspapers with- 
out approval of himself and Dr. Au- 
gust Jaeger, church commissioner. 

Oppositional Portestants fear this 
may mean the end of their independ- 
ent church papers, the largest of which 
is the bi-weekly Junge Kirche, organ 
of the group headed by the Rev. Mar- 
tin Niemoeller. 


Langer Calls Session 


To Probe Conviction 


BISMARCK, N. D., July 12.—(/) 
A legislature generally believed friend- 
ly to his cause was summoned into 
special session today by Governor Wi- 
liam Langer to investigate the charges 
which resulted in his conviction of a 
federal felony.

The lawyer's idea is that while priests, 
ministers and rabbis have been elo- 
quent about indecency and salacious- 
ness on the screen no on@ has both- 
ered to find out what the bulk of 
mivie patrons desire. He plans a 
nation-wide referendum. 


“We agree with the church groups 
that reforms in pictures are necessary, 
up to a certain point,” Broder said. 
“We admit that films must be enter- 
taining and in good taste. .Many 
have not been. 

“But we are assuming that, as a 
result of this movement for reform 
. « « there may follow, as a logical. 
inevitable sequence, waathiahen of 
production and exhibition of motion 
picture films similar to liquer pro- 
hibition and with the same attendant 
evils. We want to avoid those evils.”

ucts, Broder suggested : 

‘The juvenile problem can be rem- 
edied by having special films for chil- 
dren either at special times in the 
reguiar motion picture theaters or at 
special places so designated for them.”

would dare openly offend as openly 
and flagrantly as at present,” said the 
cardinal. 

He said the moral forees of the na- 
tion had been “too patient” in await- 
ing a step by the motion picture pro- 
ducers to clean “their own house.” 
Some years ago, said Cardinal Hayes, 
he made a plea to the National Mo- 
tion Picture Congress for censorship 
from within the industry. 

“The Catholic church takes no drab 
view of lawful pleasure,” said the car- 
dinal. “She is a mother of joy and 
limits her penitential season to some 
few weeks a year, even interrupting 
it with an outburst of pleasure... . 

“Reform, restriction and suppres- 
sion that would deprive the people of 
legitimate pleasure is not in contem- 
plation. What is to be condemned as 
reprehensible--and justly so--is the glo- 


eral, the serious violation of the law 
of God and man in things sacred to 
home and society.” 


WESTERN METHODISTS 
BAN INDECENT FILMS 
FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., July 12. 
(UP)—Unanimous approval of any 
action against “indecent pictures” was 
voted today by delegates representing 
2,500,000 western Methodists. 
“Indecent pictures must go,” the 
delegates attending the Western Meth- 


odist assembly here, enthusiastically 
decided as a slogan. They indorsed a 
boycott of “any and all theaters show- 
ing indecent pictures.” 

Their resolution was contained in 
a wire sent the Methodist general 
board of education.
